BRUSSELS (Reuter). — The U.S. .

Mr, Laird was speaking at an 
airport conference on his ar- 
rival here for today’s session of 
Nato's defence planning committee. 


“We will increase our commit- 
ments to that area. We hope our 
allies realize the im for the 
security of western Europe and the 
alliance as a whole of this area," 
he told reporters. Asked whether he 
expected America's partmers to in- 
crease their military effort in the 
Mediterranean area, he replied: “I 
would hope 30." 


POWER BALANCE 

Mr. Laird said he would try to 
impress on the committee the need 
for mraintaining the balance of power 
in the Mediterranean. It was neces- 
sary to recoguize the importance of 
the recent Soviet buildup in the 
area, particularly in the way it af- 
fects Nato's defence, he added. 

Referring to the defeat by the 
U.S. Senate of a proposal to cut 
American forces in Europe by haif, 
Mr. Laird said: “It would be a 
great mistake for us or our allies 
to make unilateral moves at this 
time to reduce our commitment... 

“Now would not be the time to 
take any action that could be in- 
terpreted as a sign of weakness.” 

In an allusion to new Soviet rea- 
diness to discuss mutual and balan- 
ced force reductions between east 
and west in Central Europe, Mr. 
Laird said unilateral action should 
be ruled out “at a time when we 
enter the area of negotiations.”

PARIS (UPI). — President Pompi- 
dou yesterday officially inaugurated 
the 28th Paris air show, bristling 
with police, after a false bomb alert 
at the Soviet exhibitions. 

Anonymous telephone calls to 
news media warned a bomb would 
blast the Russian entries out of the 
exposition, including the Soviet su- 
personic airliner Tu-144 that the 
Russians are offering at a cut-race 
price to undersell the Anglo-French 
supersonic Concorde. 

‘Police combed the areas occupied 
by the Soviets and hauled away in 
a@ police van a suspicious looking 
brown attache case found in the 
Soviet pavilion. It turned out to be 
full of publicity releases on the air 
show and to belong to a journalist. 

Police security was doubled around 
the Soviet pavilion, the TU-144, the 
Soviet V-12 monster helicopter and 
other exhibits. Already they had 
been under a smaller guard after 
Zionist groups allegedly threatened 
to sabotage Soviet displays in retali- 
ation to trials of Jews in the 
Soviet Union. 

The world’s largest airplane, the 
U.S. Galaxy, also was under guard 
in what air show officials called

anti-Vietnam war groups in Paris.

Fo most of the past 15 years the 
Arab States have been making 
continuous efforts to create a com~- 
‘mon market -— whether within the 
framework of the Arab League or 
outside it, whether for all 13 mem- 
ber States or just for some of them. 
For all practical purposes nothing 
has come of these plans. Jean La- 
couture, in his latest work on the 
Arab worid today — “Nasser” (Seuul, 
Paris, 1971), writes thet he still has 
to spend hours on customs inspec- 
tions and border control when tra- 
velling between Beirut and Da- 
macus, 

Due to an apparently wise policy 
of Israel in the administered areas, 
there are signs of the beginnings 
of an Arab-Jsrzel “common market,” 
embracing the Gaza Strip, Judes, 
Samaria and Israel. This ts the opl- 
mion of Eliyahu Kanovsky, Profes- 
sor of Economics at New York Uni- 
versity, as expressed in the first 
‘basic research work to have appear- 
ed on the economic results of the 
Six Day War on the countries in- 
volved. 

According to Kanovsky, the pos- 
sibility of a common market, of free 
trade and movement between Israel 
and the areas, is not Ukely to be 
effected by any future political sclu- 
tion, 

Optimism in Gaza 

He also finds reason to be opti- 
mistic about the economic future of 
the Gaza Strip. All signs indicate a 
rapid growth in agriculture and light 
industry. The trend of investing local 
capital Is gaining in strength too. 
The fact that thousands of workers 
bring home pay cheques “four to five 
times" higher than before cannot 
remain without influence on the 
population’s purchasing power and 
the local standard of living. These 
features, in turn, wil affect trade 
and industry, 

This point is only one small part 
of this bulky work of over 400 pages, 
with scores of appendices and tables. 
Prof, Kanovsky also analyzes the 
economic situation of the Nile Val- 
ley, Despite the great expectations 
of the Egyptians and the American 
regarding the reopening of the Suez 
Canal; Prof. Kanovsky states that 
the reopening of the Canai will not 
constitute a turning point for Egypt 
economically. True it will improve 
matters, particularly as revenue 
would be in badly-needed bard cur- 
rency, but it would be a mistake 
to assume that the revenue would 
be restored to its pre-1967 level 
{$220m.) “unless enormous invest- 
ments are made in the Canal.”

to pay back dividends on its initial 
investments, The production level has 
not risen in the last 15 years, so 
that “the 1967 war is not the cause 
for Egypt's economic crisis.” True, 
it added to It, yet it did mot prevent 
economic progress in the past. 
“This war only sped up a pre-war 
downwards trend.” Prof, Kanovsky 
firmly believes that Egypt's econo- 
mic evils could be solved only through 
a series of decisions to change the 
country's economic policy fundamen- 
tally, and implement such decistous 
thoroughly.

Despite the strong socialist ten-

parities are undoubtedly increasing, 
and it is this that matters. Our pre- 
sent system of taxation tries to re- 
duce some of these differences 
through a progressive mcome tax 
and heavy duties on so-called 
luxuries. It succeeds in, at least, 
softening some of the most glaring 
inequalities, while at the same Hme 
Providing enough income for the 
Treasury.

But the present system has many 
deficiencies. It does not provide 
enough revenue and it does not 
sufficiently encourage saving. Nor, 
by the high rate of 
income tax on medium and higher 
income, does {it stimulate economic 
activity.

They will not benefit from 
the reduction in income tex, as 
they do not pay any and will suf- 
fer the full impact of higher price 
level This serious consequence may 
be unavoidable, but the neardisas- 
trous loss for the people concerned 
has to be made up for. This can 
be done through a negative income 
tax, as suggested by the famous 
American economist Milton Fried- 
man. Tax authorities should not 
only collect taxes, but pay out 
sums of money to those people who 
lave incomes below the ence

They also believe that. ΕΠ Al, 
which has just recelved the first 
of two Boeing 747 superjets or- 
dered, will most likely be ‘able to 
exploit the glant aircraft's unique 
features to a fuller extent than 
most other airlines.

ἘΠ Al is the 26th airline to have 
taken delivery of the huge plane, 
and the 15th non-American opera- 
tor to do so.

Improved version 


Boeing’s confidence that El Al 
will add to the jumbo jet’y record 
of performance is based largely on 
the Israel asiriine’s reputation for 
having a high coefficient of pro- 
fitable exploitation — among the 
highest of any airline in the work. 
In addition, Fl Al is obtaining the 
T47B, an improved version of the 
Plane, and at a time when — after 
16 months of commercial opera- 
tion on the world's skyways — 411

ordering the revolutionary aircraft.

operation by other airlines for as 
long as 16 months. {Pan-American 
put the first jumbo into service 
in January, 1970 and mow operates 
25, with eight more on order.) 

El Al will not be alone ia ope- 
rating a single jumbo — Swissair 
and SAS each began carrying 
payloads with the first of two 747s 
they received only last April. The 
head of Boelng’s sales department, 
George Bouvet, told a group of 
Israel newsmen who toured the Eve- 
rett plant — the worid's largest 
factory—that Swissair was “ecstatic” 
about the results. 

Fears that adjustments in ground 
and passenger processing and in 
cargo handling will prove too cost- 
ly for a small airline have been 
disproved. Two jumbo jets, operated 
with ‘Yeasonable efficiency, can 
more than offset this expense, Boe- 
ing insists. El Al is to get its 
second plane in November. 

Physical changes 

Finally, the interior configura- 
tion of El Als jumbos will be 
unique in that the aircraft's entire 
vast lower deck will carry tourist 
class passengers -- 392 of them 
— with only the upper deck —

elght first-class travellers. 

These share the top deck with 
the four-man crew, El Al wii be 
the only airline to have provided a 
separate rest room for the crew 
in the “penthouse.”

Costs however, were 45.8 per 
cent less per available seat-mile 
(the seat-mile also called the pas- 
senger-mile, and the cargo equiva- 
lent, the ton-mile, are standard trans- 
portation mesurements, the carry- 
‘ing of a passenger or ton.of cargo 
one mile), Boeing notes that the 
figures referred to a relatively

The 747 is the largest airplane 
ever designed for commercial ser- 
vice. The advanced-design ig 70.3 
metres long half again the 
length “f a Boeing 707 — and the 
tip of its tail stands 19.3 metres 
above the ground — half again as 
high as that of the 707.

metres, greater by one-third than 
that of its predecessor. 

It is powered by four Pratt and 
Whitney turbofan engines, con- 
structed by United Aircraft of Ca- 
nada in Montreal. Each engine has 
approximately twice the power of 
che largest commercial jet engine 
in use today. The first superjet 
delivered to El ΑἹ uses JT9D-8 en- 
gimes, capable of 45,000 pounds 
thrust each, and making it the 
fastest commerctal aircraft in ser- 
vice. Its maximum cruising speed is 
over 1000 kilometres per hour or 
about mach 86 as compared with 
the mach 32 of the 707. 

The second plane wil come 
equipped with the improved JT9D-7 
engine with 47,000 pounds thrust 
and greater speed. 

El Al has atready contracted for 
the improved engine to be mounted 
on its first jumbo when the unita 
become available.

Amnesty published a report on the 
conditions of Fatah prisoners in 
Tsrael jails, which alleged eight 
eases of torture. The allegation was 
based on claims made by Fatan 
men in Jordan. who hed been re- 
leased from Israel] jails. 

This particulurly gmeved Isruel, 
which had thrown its prisons open 
to Amnesty inspections, -and had 
offered safe conduct to the Fatah 
men to come here and try and 
prove thelr allegations. Furthermore, 
these men certainiy did not come 
into the category of “prisoners of 
fonscience neither engaging in nor 
advocating personal violence. Final- 
ly, Amnesty did not make 2 similar 
inspection of Jewish prisoners in 
Arab lands. 

The report was particularly sur- 
prising in view of the fact that, in 
1964, Amnesty International at the 
Canterbury Conference decided not 
to Include Nelson Mandela of South 
Africa, within its definition of pri- 
soners of conscience because he 
had “found himself constrained to 
recommend a degree of force in op- 
position to the South African gov- 
ernment.” Strangely enough, the 
game criterion did not commit Am- 
nmesty where Israel was concerned. 

At the 1970 Conference of Am- 
mesty in Oslo, the Swiss delegation 
tabled a resolution, noting inter 


© giia that “this report (on the Fatah 


prisoners): has caused a furore 
mainly bevause it concerned a coun- 
try which respects freedom of 
opinion and which treats its poll- 
tical prisoners, who are condemned 
not for thelr political opinions but 
for acts of violence, in a satisfac- 
tory manner. as the authors of the 
report were able to establish.” 

it also urged that Amnesty pre- 
pare a report “on the situation in 
Arab countries and to determine 
the reasons which prevent’ investiga- 
tions about the prisoners -and the 
situation of the Jews in these coun- 
tries." The Swiss resolution was 
not adopted: 

Mrs. Ravdin feels that 
the case of the Jewish prisoners of

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of new conflict into India —

CALCUTTA (Ofns). — 
TORPRENTIAL rain beat down op 
rows of khaki tents at Mait- 
ruyeebagan, Τὸ Ellometres fram Cal- 
cutta. In eéeh small plot of closed- 
in space huddled a family of six 
or seven refugees from Hast Ben- 
gal. They are the Iucky ones. The 
ground may dissolve under them, out 
they have ἃ roof over their heads, 
25 assurance of rations and a doc- 
tor at hand, 

Thousands of others, who are 
swarming a¢ross East Bengal's 1350- 
mile land frontier with India, have 
uo such security. There are few 
checkposts in the jungle to direct 
the flow. According io the central 
Ministry in charge of relief opera- 
tions, only a third of the refugees 
bother to geek registration. If all 
of them asked for official help 
they would not get it; there is not 
enough food,.money and camp ac- 
commodation to go round. 

One sees colonies of 
squatters under banyan trees being 
alternately roasted in the sum or 
drenched in the rain. Every bit of” 
covering along the border houses ἃ 
huddie of people clinging with 
pathetic pride to the few pots and 
pans that are their only posses- 
sions. Empty rallway wegons, 
schools closed for the summer holi- 
days, verandahs of private houses, 
wayside bus shelters and even strips 
of disused pipes lying about, pro- 
vide shelter for the hometess. 

There are now nearly two mil- 
lion of them, and with a daily in- 
flux of about 40,000 India expects 
the total to mount up to four or 
five million within. the next few 
weeks. The strain is economic as 
well as political, with dangerous 
implications for Hindu-Moslem 
harmony in India. Border towns 
are already living on thelr nerves, 
The 60,000 people of Sabroom in 
Tripura have been swamped by 
237,000 refugees. The population of 
the north Bengal town of Haldibari 
doubled overnight. 


The magnitude of the problem 
took the Government by surprise, 
and Initial relief was provided by 
Indian charitable organisations. In 
8. tremendous upsurge of sympathy, 
people throughout India gave up a 
day's wages, funds were started in 
every office and street collections 
made. Teenage boys raised a volun- 
teer force to help run the camps. 
But operations lacked overall plan- 
ning and money was by no means 
adequate. 


This is now. being remedied by 
New Delhi. An office has been set 
up in Caleutta to liaise between the 
State and Central Governments and 
coordinate the . activities of private 
organisations. _Hundreds of young 
doctors have been recruited. Camps 
have been’ set up all along the bor- 
der. Hither military tents are pro- 
vided or else contractors have been 
employed to build sheds of bamboo 
matting, 16 metres by four metres 
each, ta_house. about 60 persons.

In a breakdowa of export figures, 
Mr. Horowitz noted that while tex- 
tiles and foodstuffs had declined in 
significance, more sophisticated in- 
dustrial} goods had moved to the 
forefront. He noted that exports of 
electrical'and electronic goods grew 
by 882 per cent since the War, 
while machinery shipments jumped

According to Mr, Horowitz, Israel

Mr. Horowitz suggested a list of 
moves that might advance the rate 
of export, including curtailing home 
consumption and increasing work 
efficiency.

The General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) ‘Council ap- 
proved on Tuesday night a waiver 
allowing the European Common 
Market to abolish tariffs ou indus- 
trial exports from developing coun- 
tries for a period of ten years. 

A postal ballot is being taken 
among GATT member states, who 
must approve it bya two-thirds vote 
— which is assured. This means 
that some time between July 1, 1971 
and January 1, 1972 tariffs will 
tumble Yor exports from a long Ust 
of developing countries —- in Asia, 
Africa and Latin America (includ- 
ing Mexico), and from one Euro- 
pean country, Yugoslavia, 

Israel is mot imeluded despite 
efforts to make the waiver contain 
the provision (generally accepted, 
but not applied this time) of “seif- 
election.” This allows states to make 
their own decision as to whether 
they are developing countries. 

The 18 Yaounde, or French speak- 
Ing, countries tried to limit the 
waiver to one year, because they 
do not want to be excluded from a 
similar offer of zero tariffs on the 
American market. (The U.S. will 
not extend that concession to any 
country that has preferential agree- 
ments with a third party, and these 
Yaounde countries have such a re- 
lation with the Common Market.)

Haifa unionists 
ired by Sabbath

HAIFA. — Labour Council s-cre:

that Israel would be ready to forgo 
American aid if it were offered on 
conditions which Israel feels would 
endanger its security. ᾿ 

Mr. Gallli reported that Israel 
“still has not received an authorita- 
tive Egyptian response to Israeli 
offers regarding the reopening of 
the Suez Canal and a partial settle- 
ment. Such negotiations can hardly 
be conducted on radio waves, If 
recent intransigent public pro- 
nouncements on the part of the 
Egyptian President in any way 
resemble any answers which he may 
have given the Americans, then the 
gap between our positions is as 
great as ever and the whole issue 
of a partial settlement does ποῖ 
seem realistic.” 

Be is convinced, however, “that 
various parties will not let jt die 
and it will in any event continue to 
provide a topic for political discussion 
in the near future. The ball, though, 
is in the Egyptian court and it is 
not up to Israel to take the initia- 
tive at the moment.” 

The recent upheavals in Egypt did 
not cause Israel, according to Mr. 


‘Galil, to challenge the authority of 


the present regime there to conciude 
@ peace agreement. "But when the 
time comes, we will examine each 
proposal or agreement and see how 
far we can rely on that regime 
to carry out its undertakings," he 
stressed. He added thet Israel’s very 
agreement to allow the reopening of 
the Canal, to move its army from 
Hts present positions and to consider 
partial solutions ought to be seen 


as “an attempt te strengthen Egyp- 
titan motivation to pursue a maode- 
rate line, and not to renew the 
fighting, by providing Sadat with a 
gain that is more than a mere ver- 
bel achievement.” 

Differences between the sides 
being great as they are, however, 
“the time is not yet ripe for us to 
draw any maps. If there were sin- 
cere talks the matter would have 
been different," Mr. Galli said. He 
explained that “anyone in or outside 
Israel who feels that Israel had no 
ultimative territorial demands, is 
mistaken. The Labour Party’s oral 
doctrine already includes  cer- 
tain indications as to what Israel 
could not give up. Israel simply has 
not formulated any demands in such 
a way thet would hinder negotia- 
tions, even in the framework of 
the Jarring talks. We believe in un- 
conditional talks and would not 
put any conditions in the way.” 

As for Mr. Sapirs recent state- 
ment that he does not know what 
the oral doctrine means, Mr. Galill 
maintained that “even tf you wake 
Sapir up in the middie of the night 
he will know all about the oral 
doctrine. His memory is phenomena} 
and he was instrumental in draw- 
ing that policy up. Even Sapir re- 
cently said that Sharm e-Sheikh 
was essential.” 

Mr. Galili admitted that the de- 
elsions reached at the Socialist In- 
ternational in Helsinki have no prac- 
tical value.

Cairo not likely 


to start war now

TEL AVIV. — The Egyptian 
army shows every evidence of 
keeping off the war path for the 
time being, according to informed 
military observers here. But no- 
body, they said, can predict how 
long the new Chief of Staff will 
keep his army busy with field 
manoeuvres while the politicians 
try to manoeuvre the Americans 
and the Russians inte imposing 8 
Middle Hast settiement. 

Any imposed settlement would 
benefit Egypt while jeopardizing Is- 
rael's ability to withstand an Bgyp- 
tian thrust if and when Cairo does 
decide the time is ripe to resume 
the war. 

The army has apparently backed 
President Sadat as a man who haa 
accepted the view that the time 
to resume hostilities has not come 
yet. The moment the Rogers ini- 
tiatives are openly rejected, 
Egypt must go to war — and the 
army is not prepared to aseume res- 
ponsibility for this step just yet, the 
Israeli observers sald, 


STILL UNPREPARED 

The military's reluctance, the 
observers added, is not for want of a 
desire to defeat the Israelis, but a cold 
evaluation of the four years of war 
since June 1867. Everything Nesser 
did to drive the Israels out of their 
trenches failed. Syrian and Iraqi 
contributions to the overall plana 
proved ineffective, though they 
posed problems In inter-Arab rela- 
Hons, and Egypt was left to bear 
the brunt of the “starvation war" 
on the Suez alone, 

Even before Nasser's death, the 
Egyptian establishment felt a need 
td re-think the future, the observers 
went’ on. Nasser's passing, and Sa- 
dat's assumption of real power ear- 
lier this month, are landmarks, the 
observers feel, though they add cau- 
tioualy.that nothing has really chan- 
ged in Cairo’s avowed aims as re- 
gards Israel and other Arab coun- 

les. 

The vist to Cairo of top-level 
Soviet leaders, the observers say, 
indicates only that the relations be- 
tween the U.S.S.R. and Egypt have 
not changed. There is no indication 
that any of the Soviet experts in 
‘gypt left for home after Sadat’s 
coup. Moreover, Moscow is not like- 
ly to let the Americans win 
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all the credit for presauring Israel. 

The Russians may not mind if 
Egypt gets American dollars, as 
they did before 1967, but to lose 
face in the orient is dangerous for 
One's position, the Israeli observers 
say. The imbrogilo in Cairo is such 
that the Soviets may jet the Amer- 
jeans move into a second position 
in Egypt only if they are assured 
the move fits in with their own 
management of Egyptian foreign 
policy. fl 

The observers believe Calro’s 
fame Is to employ threats of immi- 
nent war, and its implications for 
the world, as a way of obtaining 
Bot only dollars from America but 
“some good ‘Israeli pounds” as well. 
Tt looks as if President Badat and 
his afdes believe they can play 
on the Americans’ haste to produce 
results before the Presidential elec- 
tiona next year, coupled with the 
normal desire of the Secretary of 
State and his policy advisers to 
succeed. 

Defence establishment circles 
argue that what Israel needa now 
is “good nerves.” Sadat's ploy is 
bound to come into the open sooner 
or later. Indeed, they hold that the 
very uncertainty of American sup- 
port should convince Israel of the 
wisdom of sitting tight along the 
best defensive line possible.

TEL AVIV. — The offices of the Tel 
Aviv Rabbinical Court were thrown 
into turmoil yesterday when ἃ man 
reportedly stabbed his wife and her 
father in front of the rabbis’ eyes.

TEL AVIV. — A few demonstra- 
tors in Kikar Malchei Yisrael 
here yesterday declared that they 
would not pay taxes unless the 
Government got them apartments. 
The two dozen demonstrators held 
their protest rally after an ear- 
lier meeting in the morning with 
Minister of Housing Ze'ev Shoref 
ended unsatisfactorily to their 
mind. 

The demonstratora said they re- 
present a country-wide organiza- 
tion of young couples who can’t af- 
ford new apartments. They called 
for a law stipulating that down 
paymenta on 80-square-metre apart- 
ments for newly weds would range 
from 112,000 to IL5,000 and rents 
for such apartments would not ex- 
ceed IL130 a month. 

Mr. Sharef promised to look intu 
their requests, He also said that 
many more apartments are being 
constructed for young people than 
had been the case in previous years, 
However, he turned down their pro- 
posal that apartments constructed 
for new immigrants be turned over 
to young Israelis. 

The young couples charged that 
many immigrants recelve their sub- 
sidized apartments and then let 
them to young couples at exhorbitant 
rents. Mr. Sharef said this was 
iMegal and asked for the immigrants’ 
names.
